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City Council urges state 
to keep freeway route

Upland City Council Tuesday 
night passed a resolution urging the 
state Highway Commission to keep 
the Foothill Freeway route. 

The council also approved funding 
for a report on the importance of the 
freeway to foothill communities in 
Los Angeles and San Bernardino 
counties. 

The state Highway Commission 
has been expected to favor remov- 
ing the Foothill Freeway from the 
state freeway plan because of the 
high cost of building freeways. 

Recent reports indicate that the 
state officials may not have receiv- 
ed complete information on the 
effects of not building the freeway. 

The Highway Commission had 
been scheduled to consider the 
freeway at a September meeting, 
but the freeway was removed from 
the September agenda. No reason 
was given for dropping the freeway 
from the agenda, and there is no in- 
dication of when the commission 
will reschedule the matter. 

The council unanimously ap- 
proved the resolution urging the 
Highway Commission to keep the 
Foothill Freeway route. Coun- 
cilwoman Ina Petokas, who has 
previously opposed the freeway, 
was absent. 

The resolution ‘‘most strongly” 
urges the commission to keep the 
freeway and to direct ‘‘early con- 
struction’ of the route from La 
Verne to San Bernardino ‘‘in order 
to relieve the significant burden 
upon Upland caused by the lack of 
that link of the freeway.” 

The resolution points out that 
California Department of Transpor- 
tation (Caltrans) studies show that 
‘extensive’ highway additions will 
be needed locally to transport goods 
and people and that alternatives to 
the Foothill Freeway ‘‘are not 
satisfactory.” 

The present lack of the Foothill 
Freeway ‘‘causes intense traffic 
congestion”’ on both-north-south and 


east-west streets, adding to noise 
pollution, air pollution and: traffic 
hazards, according to the resolution. 

The council resolution also notes 
that ‘‘traffic congestion is in- 
creasing alarmingly’’ due to rapid 
growth in Upland and surrounding 
areas. 

The Upland General Plan, in- 
cluding the traffic circulation sec- 
tion, is based upon using the Foothill 
Freeway to carry local and long- 
distance traffic, according to the 
resolution which notes that the city 
and the state have a 20-year agree- 
ment for the development of the 
Foothill Freeway. 

Council members voted 3-1 to fund 
a report on the need for the freeway. 
The report will be funded jointly by 
Upland, La Verne, Claremont, and 
San Bernardino County, with each 
share limited to a maximum of $1,- 
500. 

Councilman Hal Bailin noted the 
importance of such a factual report 
to show the Highway Commission 
the necessity of the freeway for the 
foothill communities. 

He said there is question whether 
the Highway Commission is getting 
facts on the local situation and add- 
ed that the commission apparently 
is not even getting the reports from 
local Caltrans departments. 

Caltrans officials had earlier said 
that reports formulated at the local 
level would be sent to Sacramento 
where the Caltrans officials would 
formulate a recommendation for 
the Highway Commission. 

City Manager Lee Travers 
recommended funding of the report 
and said, ‘‘It is vital to our interests 
to have the Highway Commission 
have all the facts they need to make 
an enlightened decision.’ 

Mayor pro tem John McCarthy 
said funds for a factual report would 
be ‘‘money well spent’’ and noted 
his concern over Highway Commis- 
sion remarks about alternative 
transportation. 

Putting traffice routes anywhere 


other than on the Foothill Freeway 
route would disrupt Upland housing 
patterns, he said. 

Mayor George Gibson said spen- 
ding money on a report is a matter 
of concern but noted that removal of 
the Foothill Freeway would in- 
crease Upland’s costs considerably. 

Without the freeway, traffic 
would increase on surface streets 
which would need improvements 
and more frequent resurfacing. 

Councilman Bill Bottin supported 
formulation of the report but voted 
against the funding because of a 
pledge at the Aug. 24 council 
meeting. . 

He said there was no question 
about the need for the Foothill 
Freeway, but noted he would have to 
oppose funding because of his pledge 
to oppose all allocations not includ- 
ed in the 1977-78 city budget. 

City Engineer Fred Blanchard 
said that the report would be for- 
mulated by Wilbur Smith, consul- 
tant to the San Bernardino Associa- 
tion of Governments (SANBAG) and 
added that costs of the report may 
be wholly funded by SANBAG. 

In other action at the Sept. 6 
meeting the council: 

— Approved an allocation of $19,- 
600 to acquire four sedans and a 
stationwagon from Hertz Used Car 
Sales. The funds were included in 
the budget. 

— Directed the city staff to work 
with residents of Euclid Place and 
the Euclid Avenue Orange Associa- 
tion to work out problems with park- 
ing, air pollution, noise pollution, 
and safety hazards caused by opera- 
tion of the packing house. 

— Approved a lease with Southern 
Pacific Railroad for land on the 
railroad right-of-way between Cam- 
pus and 11th avenues 

The city plans to landscape the 
area with federal funding from the 
Housing and Community Develop- 

;ment Act. Residents had requested 
improvements of the unsightly 
railroad right-of-way.

Foothill Fwy. not the first big road project

The on - again, off - again Foothill 
Freeway completion is not the first 
time Pomona Valley residents have 
worked to improve transportation 
corridors. 

More than 50 years ago local cities 
and residents created Arrow 
Highway with many of the same 
discussions and problems that 
plague completion of the Foothill 
Freeway. 

The Arrow Highway project was 
proposed in early 1924 as an “‘arrow- 
straight’? route to connect San 
Bernardino and Los Angeles when 
traffic became too heavy on the two 
existing routes — Foothill 
Boulevard and Valley (the present 
Mission) boulevard. 

Many early valley residents were 
convinced of the benefits of the new 
route when they learned it would cut 
6-8 miles off the travel time to Los 
Angeles — reducing the trip to “‘an 
easy drive in an hour and a half,” 
according to an article in the Upland 
News. 

But the congestion of Foothill and

Valley boulevards was the most 
convincing argument for supporters 
who noted that a new road would 
have to be built or the two existing 
roads widened. 

Arrow Highway supporters 
argued that widening Foothill and 
Valley boulevards would cause 
more congestion and accidents. 

The increasing traffic would 
hamper cross traffic, with the whole 
problem made more difficult by the 
fact that traffic lights didn’t exist 
and even stop signs were just 
coming into use along the state 
highways. 

Supporters said the proposed 
route had several advantages 
including a minimum of grades for 
automobiles to cross, and several 
scenic points for tourists. 

And perhaps more important, the 
route would serve cities across the 
Pomona and San Gabriel valleys 
which were not on the route of 
existing highways. 

The Upland News of May 23, 1924 
listed Upland, Claremont, La Verne 
and San Dimas among “‘the most 


Upland Recreation Department ‘‘cellar.” The 
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important of the towns’’ which 
would be affected by the new road. 

Many residents looked to the new 
route to open ‘‘a vast new empire of 
land’ for develoment across the 
middle of the Pomona Valley. 

But the chambers of commerce 
and local residents who supported 
the project were opposed by both 
business interests and taxpayers, 
who feared the new road would 
cause more problems than it was 
worth. 

A delegation of property owners 
from the Cucamonga area, headed 
by F. A. Lewis, protested a two-mile 
stretch of the route through the 
Cucamonga area. 

The property owners asked the 
San Bernardino County Board of| 
Supervisors to change the route so 
that it would skirt the rich 
agricultural lands rather than 
cutting through vineyards. 

Dust from the heavy traffic on 
Arrow Highway would settle on 
grapes spread in the fields to dry 
and would seriously damage the 
quality of the raisins, property

owners said. 

Former San Bernardino County 
Supervisor W. J. Kincaid of Upland 
led another delegation of citizens 
protesting the road because they 
feared the project would increase 
their taxes. 

Supervisors pledged that the route 
would be purchased with gasoline 
tax funds rather than through 
increased taxes and would be 
constructed as funds became 
available. 

With the opposition of property 
owners and taxpayers overcome, 
the route was soon completed from 
San Bernardino to the Los Angeles 
County line with a macadamized 
road laid over a six-inch foundation 
of crushed rock. 

But the route through Los Angeles 
County faced additional opposition. 
Business firms in Claremont argued 
about where to place the road so 
that it would provide access to their 
businesses without using any of 
their land. 

One proposal would have placed 
Arrow Highway along Harrison 
Avenue — neatly bisecting the 
Pomona College Campus and 
causing a problem with pedestrian 
cross traffic. 

San Bernardino County Supervisor 
Gene Grier criticized the Claremont 
business community for holding up 
the completion of the road. 

“‘While you fellows sat around and 
talked about routes, we went out and 
built our end of this road. Now let’s 
see you get out and act a little. We 
want this thing finished,” he said. 

Other Los Angeles county cities 
raised fewer problems. San Dimas 
provided $250 to purchase right-of- 
way land for the route and Baldwin 
Park donated 500 inches of water so 
construction wouldn’t have to wait 
for ‘‘winter rains to settle the 
ground.’ 

Finally the route was complete to 
Los Aneeles, with only the bridge 
across the San Gabriel River still to 
be constructed by the state. d 

Until the bridge was constructed, 
the route ‘‘dipped temporarily” to 
cross the river. 

The road itself was considered 
“one of the most important and far 
reaching construction programs 
ever started in Los Angeles County 
by public action.”

Board approves trip 
for county judges

Most of San Bernardino County’s 
judges will be allowed to attend a 
statewide conference in San Diego 
later this month, although the coun- 
ty board of supervisors hesitated 
Tuesday to approve travel expenses 
for the judges. 

However, the supervisors finally 
voted more than $5,000 — at $243 per 
judge — to permit 8 of the county’s 
14 Municipal Court judges and 14 of 
the county’s 18 Superior Court 
judges to attend the 45th annual con- 
ference of the California Judges 
Association. 

“T guess we'll have to close up law 
and order in this county for a few 
days,’’ Supervisor Joseph 
Kamansky of Upland said. 

The conference will begin Sept. 25 
and run through noon Sept. 28. The 
money each judge will get will pay 
for travel, three nights’ lodging, 
conference registration and meals. 

Donald Crowell, coordinator of 
the county’s Superior Courts 
defended the spending, saying it was 
the only conference which most of 
the judges attend. 

Furthermore, he said, more 
judges decided to attend this year’s 
conference because it was being 
held in Southern California. He said 
this was generally not the case when 
the conference is held elsewhere in 
the state. 

Crowell said the judges’ atten-

dance at the conference would not 
result in a closing of the courts in 
San Bernardino County, since 
several judges wouldn’t be going, as 
well as the commissioners. 

At the same time, he noted, many 
local attorneys would be attending a 
convention of the California Bar 
Association, also in San Diego, and 
several court clerks would be atten- 
ding a conference in Los Angeles. 

But the supervisors, who in the 
past have feuded with the county’s 
judges over the levels of staffing for 
the courts, appeared to be skeptical 
and asked for details of how the 
courts would operate in the absence 
of so many judges. 


On an initial vote Tuesday, three 
supervisors — Chairman Robert O. 
Townsend of Chino, Vice Chairman 
Dennis L. Hansberger of Yucaipa 
and Kamansky — said they 
wouldn’t approve travel expenses 
for the judges without further ex- 
planation. 


Supervisor James L. Mayfield, 
noting that Municipal and Superior 
Court judges are elected for six- 
year terms, urged approval of the 
money. 


The supervisors finally approved 
the money, although Hansberger 
dissented. He said he felt too many 
Superior Court judges would be ab- 
sent. 





budgeted. However, the department 
collected $2.2 million in permit fees 
during the year, nearly $1 million 
more than expected 

The department’s budget for the 
current year is about $1.3 million. 
The department expects to collect 
$1.75 million in permit fees. 

However, because of continued 
construction activity, the 
department is collecting more than 
it originally projected, Robert J. 
Mitton, the department’s director, 
told the supervisors Tuesday. 

The supervisors asked Mitton to 
report next week on how many 
additional building inspectors he 
feels the department should have to 
reduce delays in 
checking construction plans and 
inspecting building sites. 

Supervisor Robert L. Hammock of 
San Bernardino said such delays 
cost builders money, ‘‘and these 
people are paying the bills (in 
license and permit fees).”’ 

Mitton said he believes that at 
least six more inspectors, to be 
hired as trainees, must be added to 
the department. The salary of a 
trainee, who must pass an 
examination before he can become 
an inspector, is slightly more than 
$12,000. 

In addition, Mitton said, he will 
shift inspectors to where they are 
most needed and has sought to make 
use of retired inspectors. 

When the supervisors considered 
the department’s current budget in 
July, they deleted four additional 
inspectors, for a savings of $50,496. 

However, two supervisors — 
Mayfield and Joseph Kamansky of 
Upland — strongly dissented then, 
saying the building surge would not 
slow down. 

But the other supervisors said that 
if construction continued at a strong 
pace, the department could ask for 
the additional inspectors. 

The department was left with the 
equivalent of nearly 70 positions, 
still nine above the previous year’s 
budget. However, seven of those 
nine had been added by the 
supervisors in mid-year.

We Jews have an 
exceptionally long history. 
We have been witnesses to 
the human drama almost 
from the dawn of 
civilization. We are a 
people who mark time: Our 
Torah begins with the 
creation of the world, and 
our eyes always look 
forward — to the horizon 
beyond to foresee the 
future. 


The passage of time for 
us is so fast. It seems as if 


e only a while ago we 


celebrated the Jewish New 


@ York of 5737, and now — lo 


and behold — once again we 
are on the threshold of 
another New Year — 5738. 

In our Jewish heritage 
there are many unique 
traditions. One of these is 
the way we relate to 
numbers. For us, numbers 
are expressed through 
letters of the Hebrew 
alphabet; and letters, of 
course, combine into words 
— words that are full of 
meaning. 

Look at the number 5738. 
It is expressed in Hebrew 
through the letter 
‘“HTShLCh,”’ which form — 
in this order — several 
Hebrew words depending on 
what vowels are attached to 
them. One of these words is 
‘‘Hateshalach,’’ which 
means ‘‘Will you set free?”’ 
Another is ‘‘Hateshulach,”’ 


which means ‘‘Will you be 
set free?”’ 


How remarkable. The 
number of the Jewish year 
just ahead of us — 5738 — 
addresses us with a 
question — a question filled 
with meaning: Will you set 
yourself free? Will you help 
others become free? 
Wouldn’t you say that this 
question sums up the whole 
essence of the High Holy 
Days season? 


For what is the meaning 
of Rosh Hashanah and Yom 


Kippur if not to encourage 
us to reflect upon our lives 
and to examine our hearts. 
And what is the goal of this 
soul - searching? Is it not to 
discover and rediscover 
every year how we have 
become enslaved to habits, 
to old patterns of thinking, 
of feeling, of acting and 
reacting? 

Oh, how we would like to 
change. How we would like 
to move ahead in life from 
the narrow straights of 
habitual limitations into the

Space Age Il is here

Jim Lloyd 

Although the first orbiter, 
serial No. 101, was supposed 
to be named the 
“Constitution,” Star Trek 
fans sent so many letters to 
the President that he chang- 
ed the name to ‘‘Enter- 
prise” in honor of the star 
ship of Captain James Kirk, 
fleet commander 

Enthusiasm and interest 
of many besides the 
‘‘trekies’’ was 
demonstrated during the re- 
cent flight test of the space 
shuttle at Dryden Air Sta- 
tion. An estimated 68,000 
braved the rigors of earth 
travel to watch the first 
free flight tests of the 
Enterprise in the clear 
dawn of the Mojave Desert. 
The cheers that rose spon- 
taneously from that patient 
crowd reflected the good 
wishes and public support 
the project deserves 

As a member of the Space 
and Technology Committee 
I take pride in the perfor- 
mance of the shuttle. I 
believe that it ushers in the 
second era of our space age 


with a unique blending of 
old-new concepts in 
tomorrow-today terms. 

As the namesake of the 
fantasy world of the 23rd 
century it became airborne 
through the application of 
an idea first used 61 years 
ago. An experiment was 
conducted on May 17, 1916. 
Fixing an English Bristol 
Scout atop a Felixtowe 
three-engine flying boat, 
the plan was to release the 
Scout at altitude for inter- 
cepting and attacking the 
Kaiser’s Zeppelin bombers 
over England. Although the 
release and landing was 
successful, the tests were 
neither repeated nor pur- 
sued. 

The success of the shuttle 
tests today, however, will 
be continued and I foresee 
Congressional support in 
the future. 

The shuttle program, 
with a price tag of $1.4 
billion, deserves its position 
as the top item in our space 
expenditures. (To put that 
in perspective, consider 
that Americans paid $5.4 
billion in taxes on alcohol.) 


Legislature oks 
eyeglass bill 


Legislation to permit 
price advertising for 
eyeglasses has been ap- 


proved to the state 
legislature 
The bill, AB 469, by 


Assemblyman Bill Lan- 
caster (R-62), has been sent 
to Governor Jerry Brown 
for his consideration 

State law now prohibits 


advertising by opticians, 
optometrists and 
opthalmologists. The bill 


will permit the price adver- 
tising of eyeglasses, but not 
eye examinations and 
professional services. 
Lancaster said the bill 
does not include eye ex- 
aminations because these 
require extensive service 
by professionals and this 
service cannot be defined 


adequately. 
“The price listed for 
eyeglasses must include 


complete dispensing ser- 
vices, including the fitting 


and adjusting of the 


glasses,”’ he said. 
The bill specifically 
prohibits ‘‘fraudulent, 


deceitful or misleading” 
statements and the adver- 
tisements must state the 
exact price. 

Phrases such as ‘‘and up”’ 
and ‘‘as low as’’ would be 
prohibited in eyeglass 
advertisements. 

‘““The purchase of 
eyeglasses is serious 
business,”’ Lancaster said, 
“and we have to take every 
precaution to insure that 
consumers are aware of 
what they are buying.” 

“Price advertising will 
allow them to shop around 
for competitive prices and 
the advertising re- 
quirements will guarantee 
that they are given all of the 
necessary information to 
make a decision based on 
price and quality,”’ he add- 
ed. 


Like the fantasy counter- 
part, Enterprise and its 
companion shuttles are in- 
tended for peaceful mis- 
sions in space. The orbiter 
will be able ultimately to 
carry crews, as few as two 
or as many as 10, if needed 
in rescue missions. 

The item of second 
highest priority is the 
development of a space 
telescope. For the first time 
in the history of human 
beings we will have an un- 
obstructed view into the ex- 
tent of our universe. 

We regard this develop- 
ment as the single most im- 
portant next step in space 
astronomy. 

For $36 million we will be 
able to see beyond the dis- 
tortion of our atmosphere, 
to study the origin and 
physical dimensions of the 
universe. 

On the other hand, the 
nature and composition of 
our closest space neighbor, 
the moon, seem more im- 
portant than probing the 
nearest planet. I have sup- 
ported more funds for a 
Lunar Polar Orbiter with an 
anticipated launch date of 
1980. With this tool we will 
be able to discover the com- 
position, gravity, 
magnetism and heat flow 
patterns of the moon. 

I therefore support a 
reduction of the Mars 
follow-on mission. by $5 
million. A ratio of $10 
million for Mars and $161 
million for the moon 
research seems to be in our 
best interests. 

Consistent with our blend 
of old-new concepts is the 
earth-space applications of 
NASA technology. Satellites 
that provide global com- 
munication, weather 
forecasts, earth resources 
inventories and even dis- 
ease identification are so 
successful they have earned 
separate funding of $26.9 
million. The fourth of the 
LANDSAT series will be 
launched in 1981. 

My own experience and 
expertise in aviation would 
provide a natural bias for 
the application of NASA 
research to the field of 
general aviation. However, 
my feelings have been 
shared over the years as the 


general aviation program 
has grown from $2.7 million 
in fiscal year 1973 to $8.5 
million in 1977. 

I strongly support the ad- 
dition of $5.5 million for 
aeronautical researci — 
specifically $2.5 million for 
agricultural aviation pro- 
jects and $2 million for over 
- all increases in aviation 
research and development. 

There are an estimated 
140,000 private pilots in the 
country whose total 
mileage in air travel ex- 
ceeds the total for airline 
transports. Any savings to 
this segment of aviation is 
considerable. 

I acknowledge that not 
everyone can get excited 
about a new wing shape, the 
QCGAT (Quiet Clean 
General Aviation Turbofan) 
or the reinvention of the 
propeller as I do. 

If I translate these pro- 
jects into economic and en- 
vironmental gins of less 
noise, more safety, 
economy in fuel and 
materials and the enhance- 
ment of the airport as a 
good neighbor, the benefits 
become apparent. 

The broader discussion of 
space technology for in- 
dustrial uses like moon min- 
ing, crystal growing, and 
vaccine cutures are too 
comprehensive to space — 
newspaper space — here. I 
would encourage all who 
are interested in the 
applications of technology 
to become acquainted with 
the NASA quarterly, “‘Tech 
Briefs.” 

My committee thoroughly 
supported the expenditure 
of more than $9 million for 
technology utilization.

I was appalled recently 
when I visited a women’s 
prison to see rows upon 
rows of women offenders 
occupying the cells. Several 
years ago the cells were 
almost empty. Is it true 
that women are increasing 
the crime rate? How are 
they being treated?

I’m sorry to have to tell 
you that, according to a new 
report by the Female 
Offender Resource Center 
of the American Bar 
Association, women in 
prison suffer from the same 
double standards that affect 
us throughout society. 

Nearly 75 per cent of 
females under 18 who are 
arrested or jailed are 
charged with status 
offenses such as disobeying 
their parents, promiscuity, 
running way. Adults can’t 
be charged for these 
offenses and _ boys 
infrequently are. These 
crimes are categorized as 
less harmful to society than 
those committed by males, 
but women are held in 
detention longer and not 
placed in community 
programs as often as are 
boys. It still remains true 
that boys account for 90

Most women will admit 
that they too have had very 
little training to be parents. 

It is difficult for any 
single parent to assume the 
double role of mother and 
father. The child who 
suddenly loses a parent due 
to death or divorce feels an 
emotional gap and will need 
extra care and attention for 
awhile. An environment 
that provides him plenty of 
friends can help. 

Child care centers fill this 
need very well; but your 
boy may be too old for 
available centers. You 
might want to change your 
living quarters to a family - 
oriented area. You could 
hire a housekeeper 


your financial circum- 
stances. 

Make use of community 
resources for advice and 
help. You can become an 
expert in child care by 
reading some of the many 
excellent books available, 
such as ‘*Parent 
Effectiveness Training,” 
which is also offered as a 
course in many areas. 

Parenting is a life - time 
learning process which both 
mothers and fathers have to 
undergo to perform 
successfully. But 
psychologists maintain that 
parents mature as they 
learn too

make them legal and 
binding.

Pre - nuptial marriage 
contracts are gaining in 
popularity. Many people 
feel that avoid confusion 
after marriage by spelling 
out many financial 
considerations which may 
arise later. 


The ‘‘Women’s Rights 
Handbook’’ published by the 
state attorney general 
makes it clear that two 
people planning to marry 
may enter into a contract 
before marriage that is 
binding afterwards. The 
contract usually concerns 
their future rights after 
marriage to property, 
earnings and other assets. 


So long as a prior contract 
does not promote 
dissolution of the future 
marriage, it may be 
enforced in a court if it is in 
writing, signed by both 
parties with consent, and 
recorded in the appropriate 
county offices.
